The Cricket Bat.

The important 
part played by the bat in the great summer 
we has induced men to study its manu- 
acture and produce it in its present per- 
fection. John Smafl, of Hambledon, is 
credited with giving the bat its present 
form.

Most of the 
Se cd men take a girl on their knees, and 
the driver usually accommodates one female 
beside him on the narrow seat behind the 
steering wheel. 

Imagine what would happen if there were 
a collision, a fire or an accident. The driver 
is powerless because he is cramped up in a 
smali compartment, with little elbow-room 
in the most favourable circumstances. The 
driver’s platform is crowded with persons of 

th sexes, who keep up an animated con- 
versation amongst themselves and with the 
driver, who may be racing at @ speed of 
forty miles an . The exits are closed 
and the approaches choked by a heediess 
crowd who take pride in their indifference 
and fool-hardiness. Seated in the centre of 
this confusion are many people of both sexes, 
including young children, who have little 
experience of adventurous travel and would 
become hysterical and unmanageable at the 
first suggestion of danger. ne need not 
wonder at the appalling number of road 
accidents; I am rather surprised that they 
are so few. 

This brings me to two points in respect 
of which I desire, some information :— 

(a) Is it not a fact that regulations made by 
the Minister for Local Government are 
intended te prevent the use of ‘busés, 
constructed after January, 1930, in which 
the driver is not segregated from the 

assengers? 

(b} Have the Garda any responsibility in 
regard to over-croWwding im the ‘buses 
or the free movement of passengers’ 

I raise these points because I know that 
newly: constructed “buses in which the pas- 
sengers have free access to the driver are 
being placed on County Dublin routes; and 
the second point because the Garda are 
obviously aware of the irregularities to which 
1 have drawn attention—indeed, they are 
frequent passengers in over-crowded ‘buses on 
certain routes. I am unable to believe that 
they would actively participate in the jxe- 
petuation of an abuse where it is their duty 
to check it. 

These are the simple tacts of the case. If 
there is in existence any set of regulations 
or by-laws capable of scoping with these 
abuses, I am anxious to know why they are 
not in force. ff the existing law is in- 
adequate for the purpose of preventing what 
is little short of a public scandal in regard 
to road transport, an early opportunity should 
be taken to amend it. If something is not 
done speedily, there will be a holocaust one

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From REvTER'’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WINNIPEG, Tuesday. 

In his presidential address to the meeting 

of the British Medical Association here to- 
dav, Dr. Harvey Smith, Professor of 
Ophthalmology, Manitoba Medical College, 
welcomed the visitors from the Mother- 
Country, and expressed the hope that this 
assembly might serve to strengthen the bonds 
of Empire. He said that this, the third 
meeting of the British Medical Association 
ia Canada, andthe first for twenty-four 
years, was regarded Ly the medical profession 
of the Dominion as an outstanding event in 
its history. Moreover, Canada, in growing 
strong and confident, had become increasingly 
capable of fulfilling the great duty of inter- 
preting the British Empire to the United 
States, and of preserving that friendship of 
he English-speaking peoples on which de- 
pended the future welfare of the world. 
' This meeting of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation in Winnipeg was, indeed, a romance 
of Empire. Anyone who had foretold such 
a thing sixty years ago would have been 
derided as a wild visionary. There still lived 
in Winnipeg old citizens who could remember 
when buffalo used to make their way to 
water along a trail which is now covered by 
streets and buildings. 

Dr. Smith went on to express his satis- 
faction at the affiliation arranged between the 
British and Canadian. Medical Associations, 
and pointed to the fact that the histery of 
medicine in Canada went back to the Red 
Indians, who had a knowledge equal in some 
respects to that of European doctors of the 
time. He also referred with approval to the 
recent announcement that the British Govern- 
ment had decided to make a grant of £250,000 
towards the establishment of a British post- 
graduate hospital and medical school in co- 
operation with the London County Council] 
and London University, at which students of 
the Empire would be welcome, 


CHEAPER MEDICAL SERVICE. 

Then Dr. Smith struck a note of warning 
t> the medical profession in Canada. He 
pointed to the growing dissatisfaction in the 
country at the apparent inability of the pro- 
fession to provide competent medical service 
at a price within the reach of all citizens, 
and said that doctors could make no reason- 
able protest if the public authorities were to 
take steps to establish a medicai service of 
their own. In his opinion, there was only one 
solution—health insurance, preferably volun- 
tary, organised and controlled by the medical 
profession. The field of public health must 
be the care of the Government, but private 
practice must remain in the hands of the 
individual doctor if the public was to rective 
the best type of medical care. 

In this connection the great insurance 
system established in Great Britain under the 
National Health Insurance Act of 1911 had 
always had a special int®rest for Canada. 
While it might not be free from imperfec- 
tions, its success as a measure applicable to 
16,000,000 persons was attested evidence 
of unimpeachable authority. Moreover, the 
recent proposal of the Council of the British 
Medical Association to establish a general 
medical service for the nation was certain to 
have a profound influence upon thought in 
the economic domain of medicine throughout 
the Empire. 


CANADIAN CATTLE FOR 
BRITISH MARKET.

EFFECT OF AMERICAN TARIFF. 

It is expected that shipments of Canadian 
cattle to the British market will be resumed 
shortly, The circumstances, according to 
the Glasgow Herald, suggest that the renewal 
of the trade may be only temporary. 

Any surplus cattle that Canada had in the 
past two years were consigned over the 
boundary into the United States to earn the 
much higher level of prices that ruled in that 
market, For a time, indeed, it looked as 
though the trate with Great Britain was 
indefinitely interrupted, because so, long as 
the price level in the States remained 
relatively so much higher it was useless to 
expect this country to attract any supplies. 

It is now reported, however, that a ship- 
ment of Hereford setters has been booked for 
Manchester, and that another cargo of cattle 
is being arranged for Birkenhead, So far 
as can be learned, no shipment is yet in pre- 
paration for the Clyde. 

Discussing the cause of this turn in affairs. 
the newspaper which is quoted above states 
that the explanation is threefold :— 

(1) The increased American tariff on 
Canadian cattle. 

(2) -The commercial slump in America, 
hringing in its train an increase in unemploy- 
ment that has tended to reduce the standard 
of living in the United States, and conse- 
quentiv the price of beef has become less 
attractive, 

(3) The fairly widespread drought experi- 
enced in the United States has convinced 
Canadian authorities that there will be a 
limited market south of the boundary for the 
store cattle of the Dominion. 

The freightage on cattle from Canada to 
this country to-day, would, it is understood. 
run to about £3 per head. Against this 
freightage there is the new American tariff 
«hich is on a differential rating for different 
weights of cattle. On stock weighing over 
700lb., the tariff is 3 cents per Ih. ; on cattle 
helow that weight 24 cents per Ib. So that 
the tariff on a beast of 700lb. weight would 
work out about £4 7s, 6d 


ANTI-BRITISH COMMENT IN 
GENEVA. 
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From Revutrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The report of the Mandates Commission 
on the Arab-Jewish riots in Palestine last 
year and the comments of the British 
Government on it have attracted con- 
siderable attention in Geneva; and evoked 
a lively discussion in the local Press. 
One leading Geneva paper upholds the 
conclusions of the Mandates Commission, 
and affirms that it has not exceeded its 
jurisdiction. 

‘The report of the Commission,” the 
paper declares, ' is moderate and perti- 
nent. The criticisms of the Commission 
as regards past events are irrefutable, and 
a proof of this is to be seen in the fact 
that the Mandatory Power in its some- 
what acid comments has not refuted 
them.” : 

While upholding the attitude oí the 
Commission, the paper wishes that it had 
condemned in much clearer terms the 
measure suspending Jewish immigration, 
and hopes that Great Britain will modify 
her policy in Palestine with a view to 
reconciling the Jews and Arabs in their 
common interests.

LONGFORD COUNTY 
COUNCIL AND AN APPOINT- 
MENT. 


From Oung CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONGFORD, Tuesday. 

Longford County Council have again turned 
down the request of the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health to appoint a 
medical officer of health for the County. 

The Council was unanimous in making the 
following order:—‘‘ We do not consider it 
necessary to appoint a medical officer of 
health, as we consider we have already 
sufficient arrangements for sanitary services. ”' 

The Minister, in the course of his com- 
munication to the Council, referred to the 
question of adopting a tuberculosis scheme 
for the county, and stated that the first step 
towards the adoption of such a scheme for 
the treatment of tuberculosis in the county 
would ordinarily be the appointment of a 
tuberculosis officer, who would be in a 
position to advise the Board of Health as 
to the most suitable arrangéments for the 
purpose. 

“In this connection, however, it should be 
noted, ' the letter continued, ‘‘ that the Long- 
ford County Council are under an obligation, 
in pursuance of Section 21 of the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1929, to appoint a county medical 
Officer of Health, and, in the interests of 
economy, it would be advisable to assign to 
that officer the duties of tuberculosis officer, 
thus obviating the necessity for making a 
second appointment. ”’ 

A further letter from the Minister on the 
subject stated: ' [ am to draw the attention 
of the Council to the reasons already urged 
for the appointment of a County Medical 
Officer of Health, and I am to request that 
they will take the necessary steps to carry 
out their obligations in that respect.” 

Mr. J. Beiton—I propose that we turn 
down that request altogether. We will have 
nothing but paid officials and pensioners if 
this kind of thing is allowed to go on. 

Mr. RF. Belton—We have got on very well 
up to this without a County Medical Officer 
oi Health. The ratepayers are not able to 
afford to instal another county official at a 
cost of £1,000 a year. 

Mr. Brady—The farmers will be bankrupt ; 
their hay 1s: rotting in the meadows, and 
they have no means of paying such salaries 
at the present time. 


COAL TO COST MORE. 


PRICES TO BE INCREASED TO 
WINTER LEVEL. 

It has been decided by the Central 
Collieries Commercial Association, which con- 
trols the output of collieries in Yorkshire and 
the Midlands, that the price of house coal 
Shall be increased by 2s. a ton on September 
1, and by another is. a ton on October 1. 
This decision directly affects London and a 
great part of the country, and it is almost 
certain that there will be similar increases 
in the districts which are not supplied by 
Yorkshire and Midland collieries, 

These are merely the normal seasonal in- 
creases, and will restore house coal prices 
to last winter's level. 

According to a prominent coalowner, who 
discussed the matter with a representative of 
the Daily Telegraph yesterday, it is very un- 
likely that the operation of the Coal Mines 
Act will cause any increase in house coal 


prices. 
FIXING PRICES. 

“The Act,” he said, “provides that the 
coalowners of any district may establish a 
scheme for fixing minimum prices. In most 
districts competition has been so intense that 
prices have been forced down. in some cases 
below cost. Almost every district may be 
expected to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity which the Act provides to remedy that 
position, and that means that prices are 
almost certain to rise. 

“ Household coal, however, is less than a 
quarter of the total amount of coal con- 
sumed in the country, and it is very un- 
likely that there will be any increase in 
house coal prices as thé result of the Act. It 
will cause a rise in the price of e indus- 
trial coal, because there are industries— 
notably railways and gasworks—which have 
been buying their coal on a weak market at 
less than an economic price. We hope, by 
restoring the prices paid by these industries 
to an economic level to di with ‘the 
necessity of further increases in the price of 
house coal. 7 

“There are other industries—notably the 
steel industry—which are so depressed that 
it is inconceivable thet. any increase will be 
made in the price of their coal.’

NORTHERN IRELAND FAIRS. 


FINTONA.—This fair was much larger than 
last month's, and the principal offering con- 
sisted of about 350 head of store catile, as 
compared with 200 at the July fair. There 
was a good attendance of. shippers and 
dealers. The store cattle pars for sale 
were shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus crosses 
of second. and third class quality, Trade in 
this section was slow, except for heifers and 
small polly bullocks showing condition, which 
were in demand at recent rates. Altogether 
about 310 stores were disposed of at prices 
ranging from £6 to £10 in the case of small 
stores and from £11 to £15 each for older 
animals, There were no fat cattle exposed 
for sale. at this fair. In the dairy cattle 
section there was an offering similar to last 
month’s, composed of 40 springers and 25 
mileh cows. ith trade on the slow side. 
30 of the former and 20 of the latter class of 
dairy stock were sold at prices having a 
slightly easier tendency. There was a good 
show of 250 lambs and 50 brood ewes, and, 
with a fair trade ruling, 200 of the lambs and 
all the brood ewes were sold. Lambs were 
inclined to be a little cheaper on the month 
at prices ranging from £1 15s. to £2 5s. each, 
while the brood ewes maintained late rates. 
The 60 young pigs offered, in contrast to 80 
at the July fair, were all disposed of at 
slightly improved prices. 


BALLYN AHINCH.—The fair was of small 
dimensions and chiefly composed of an offer- 
ing of 170 store cattle, as compared with 200 
at the previtug fai 


fair held in July. There 
was an average attendance of shippers and 
dealers, and cattle in forward condition were 
in re demand, while thin animals were 
hard to sell. About 134 second-class store 
cattle were di of at prices almost equal 
to those obtained at the last fair. The offer- 
ing of 12 young fats and 10 cows experienced 
a fair demand, and 10 of the former and 
eight of the latter class of fat cattle made 
recent rates. In the dairy cattle section 
there were 25 springers and 15 milch cows, as 
compared with 30 and 20 respectively a 
month ago. Dairy stock was in good de- 
mand, and 20 springers and 12 milch cows 
were di of at slightly improved prices. 
There was a show of 450 lambs and 65 
fat sheep, and while fat lambs were in de- 
mand, sheep experienced a dull trade. 
About 380 lamhs and 45 fat sheep were sold 
at firm rates. Young ‘pigs were more 
nemerous than at the July fair, and of the 
340 exposed for sale about 270 were disposed 
of at unchanged values.

MYSTERY OF EMPTY 
HOUSE. 


MAN WOUNDED WHILE 
AT TELEPHONE, 


A mysterious shooting affair at a house in 
Tufnell Park road, North London, 1s engaging 
the attention of Scotland Yard. It appears 
that after visiting the house Mr. Jack Phelps, 
of Hampton road, Upper Holloway, staggered 
over to’ the residence of a doctor, and was 
found to be suffering from a gunshot wound. 
He was taken to the Great Northern Hospital! 
and detained. Phelps, who is employed by 
the Holloway Machine Company in Seven 
Sisters road, went to a house in Tufnell Park 
road occupied by Mr. Leonard Maclean, who 
is also associated with the company, but is 
at present away on holiday. Mr. Phelps 
visited the house with a view to seeing that 
everything was in order. Immediately he 
went inside the house he noticed that some- 
thing was amiss and went to the telephone 
to ring up the company, and, while in the 
act of telephoning, he was shot in the hip. 


“I. AM SHOT.” 

Mrs: Whiterod, who lives opposite the 
house in which the shooting occurred, stated 
that she heard a faint knock at the door of 
her house, and on going to the door she 
saw. Phelps standing om the steps. He ex- 
claimed:.“I am shot.” ‘‘ Phelps told me.” 
said Mrs. Whiterod, “ that he was going to 
the telephone when he heard a scuffle, and 
was shot; but he did not see anyone.” 

Mr. Gordon Bull, a motor engineer, who 
called the police, said : ‘‘ I saw Phelps on the 
doorstep of the house next door. Some 

ple were attending to him and were call- 
ing for help. I took the key of the house 
from him, and rushed out in a car to call the 
police. I found a policeman on point duty 
in the next street, and took him back to the 
house in the car. I gave him the key, and 
he went into the house. Several other police- 
men arrived later and also entered. 

REVOLVER ON STA:RS. 

“I was told that no one was found in the 
house, but I understand that a revolver was 
found at the top of the stairs, at the foot of 
which the telephone stands on a table, which 
had been knocked over.” 

An employé of Mr. Bull’s garage said that 
when the police entered the house they found 
that several drawers had been opened. No 
one at the garage heard a shot fired. 

Jack Phelps, the injured youth, stated that 
he heard a faint tapping in one of the rooms 
while he was going toward the telephone. 
As he lifted the receiver he felt something 
strike him in the back, but did not see any- 
one.

A maximum fine of £50 was impoSed on 
Joseph Wright, of Pierremont Gardens, 
Darlington, at Ashton-under-Lyne, - Lanca- 
shire, for corruptly giving two £5 notes to 
Edward Marshall, an employe of Messrs. 
Richard Johnson and Nephew, Ltd., of Brad- 
ford, Manchester. 

He was also ordered to pay £10 costs. 

Mr. C. T. B. Leigh appeared to prosecute 
on hehalf of Messrs. Richard Johnson and 
Nephew, Ltd., and Wright, who pleaded not 
guilty, was represented by Mr. C. B. Fen- 
wick. 

Mr. Leigh said Messrs Richard Johnson 
and Nephew, Ltd., were wire manufacturers, 
and they, with others, had paid £20,000 to 
secure the right in this country of the use 
of certain processes for the mann- 
facture of wire. Wright was manacer for tha 
Darlington Wire Mills, Ltd.. of Sheffeld and 
Darlington, who were in the same kind aí 
business. Marshall had been employed by 
the proseenting firm for twenty-seven years, 
and had done “work as a galVaniser, im the 
course of which he had acquired knowledge 
of the secret processes. 


THE INTERVIEW. 

Early this vear an interview was 
between Marshall and Wright, and this took 
place in Manchester on April 26. There was 
a long conversation, and Wright said that 
he had come down about a galvanising job. 
He said he thought Marshall could help, and 
added that it would be a good thing for both 
of them. Marshall replied that he was not 
prepared to say anything, but he answered 
certain questions, as he did not think they 
were of any importance. 

There was a second interview on June 25, 
also in Manchester, and Wright took Mar- 
shall to a publichouse at Ashton-under-Lyne. 
While there Wright produced two £5 nates,

gave them to Marslall, and said, ‘“‘ Here you 
are. Take them. I promised you I would 
treat you, and I am a man of my word.”’ 
Marshal! eventually pocketed the nroney with 
the intention of handing it over to his em- 
ployets. 

7 THE SECRET PROCESSES. 

Wright and Marshall afterwards went to 
another publichouse, where Marshall was 
asked technical questions about secret pro- 
cesses at his firm’s works. Those questions 
and answers. said Mr. Leigh, would be of 
assistance to a competing firm like the Dar- 
lington Wire Mills, Ltd. Some of the in- 
formation which Marshal! gave was false. He 
was suspicious, and did not want to give 
away anything that would be detrimental to 
his employers. 

Mr Leigh added that civil proceedings 
were taken in the matter. and an action was 
brought against Wright and the Dartington 
Wire Mills, Ltd.. for an injunction to re- 
strain them from tampering with the em- 
ployes of Messrs. Richard Johnson and 
Nephew, Lid. Both the company and Wright 
consented to an order on certain terms, and 
put in no defence. 

Evidence was given, and the Chairman said 
the bench felt that it was a very serious case, 
which had-been proved.

PARTY DEMONSTRATION.

The changes in the new constitution and 
standing orders affecting the National 
Executive Committee will be applied in the 
election of the Committee for next year.

EX-AIR FORCE OFFICERS 


START ON ADVENTURE. 

Starting with four gallons of petrol and 
half @ gallon “ spare,” two tins of ‘‘ bully 
beef,’’ and one tin of “ Army ”’ biscuits, two 
revolvers, and 300 rounds. of ammunition, 
Captain Max Hay, D.F.C.. M.C., and Mr. 
W. E. Woolveridge, both ex-R.A.F. officers, 
have left London on a trip round the world 
in a light sports car. 

“We hope to set up a new speed and en- 
durance record,” Mr. Woolveridge said, just 
before the start was made from the Royal 
Automobile Club in Pall Mall, '' and we shall 
do it if we can get back here on January 29. 
By then we shall have covered 25,000 ‘miles. 

‘‘T am taking the wheel as far as Dover. 
From Calais Captain Hay and I will relieve 
each other at the wheel = every 
two hours. Our route will be through 
Frankfort, Constantinople—where we _ shall 
pick up a new set of tyres—Bagdad, Basra, 
Calcutta, Penang and Hong Kong. — From 
there we shall go by cargo boat to San 
Francisco, continuing the journey by road to 
New York on the great Lincoln highway, At 
New York we shall join a cargo boat for 
Liverpool. 

TRUSTING TO LUCK, 

“We art trusting to luck to be able to 
renew petrol supplies through most of the 
journey, but from Damascus to Basra, a 
Gistance of seven hundred miles, we shall 
have a French motor convoy. From Basra 
to Quetta we shall depend upon the R.A.F. 
aerodromes for supplies.”

succession ‘of the residue, and instructs that 
in his place “the male heir of his body shal!

It was announced that at the monthly 
meeting at Tonypandy delegates, representing 
twenty-five Rhondda collieries, a decision was 
made late on Monday night to tender notices 
on behalf of 30,000 men if miners in the 
area who are not now members of the South 
Wales Miners’ Federation do not rejoin be- 
fore the end of the first week in September. 
The threatened coal stoppage, it is stated, 
would involve a loss in wages of £75,000 
and an output of 35,000 tons weekly. The 
decision is the culmination of a movement 
which has been developing for four years. 
Following a big decrease in the member- 
ship of the Federation in the area, Mr. A. 
J. Cook, the Miners’ Federation Secretary, 
paid a second visit to Rhondda in the hope 
of reviving interest in the ' Federation’s 
activities. At present it is stated only one 
out of every three men employed is fully paid 
up. Less than 1,000 belong to a rival 
organisation known as the Miners’ Industrial 
Union, but the total of organised trade 
unionists does not exceed 11,000, and doubts 
are expressed as to the effect of action by 
this number. i 
The Rhondda Valley had at. one time the 
reputation of being the most loyal group in 
the miners’ movement, with a membership of 
55,000 ; 42,000 miners were once employed on 
full time. 

The latest development is’ being watched 
closely by tradesmen of the district. Over a 
hundred businesses have closed down in 
Rhondda during the past four years. 


NEW ROMAN CATHOLIC 
BISHOP OF BERLIN. 


APPOINTMENT -OF DR. 


SCHREIBER. 


Reuter’s Cologne Correspondent quotes 
the Koelnische Volkszeitung’s announce- 
ment that. the Pope has appointed Dr. 
Christian Schreiber, formerly Bishop of 
Meissen, to be the first Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Berlin. . The Diocese of Berlin 
was recently created under the provisions 
of. the concordat concluded between the 
Vatican and the Prussian Government. 
Dr. Schreiber held the post of Apostolic 
Administrator of Berlin while the new 
diocese was being organised. He was born 
in 1872 at Somborn, a small village in 
Hessen, and béyan his studies in the 
village school. Afterwards he was a pupil 
of the gymnasium at Fulda, and subse- 
quently he went to Rome, where he was 
ordained on October 28, 1898. In the fol- 
lowing year he was appointed Professor of 
Theology and History in the Priests’ 
Seminary at Fulda. He held a series of 
educational appointments until he was pro- 
moted to the Bishopric of Meissen. 

Dr. Schreiber enjoys a high reputation 
in the German Roman Catholic Church, 
being known as a broad-minded educa- 
tionalist,.a great theologian and a wise 
administrator. Among Roman Catholics 
in Germany the Pope's choice will be a 
popular one.
